3 . Muster Roll : ( 1 ) The employer of every establishment 
in which women are cmployed shall prepare and maintain a 
mustcr roll in form A and shall enter therein particulars of 
all women workers in the establishment, 


( 2 ) All entries in the muster roll shall be made in ink and 
mantained up -to -date and the muster roll shall always bo 
available for inspection by the Inspector during working hours .

( 3 ) The fact that a woman has undergone miscarriage may 
also be proved by the production of a certificate signed by a 
qualified mid -wife . 


( 4 ) The fact of a death of a woman or a child may be 
proved by the production of a certificate to that effect in 
Form D from any of the authorities referred to in suh - rule 
( 1 ) or by the production of a certified extract from a death 
register maintained under the provisions of my law for the 
time being in force . 


( e ) whether there have been any cases of deprival of 

maternity benefit or medical bonus in contravention 

of sub -section (2 ) of section 12 , and 
( f) how far the irregularitics pointed out at previous 

inspections have been remcdied and how far orders 

previously issued have been complied with . 
( 4 ) An Inspector may issue order in writing to the employer 
asking for the correction of all irregularities against the Act 
or these rules noticed by him . 

( 5 ) The Inspector shall keep a file of the records of his 
inspection and shall indicate in a diary thc work done by 
him . 

9 . Acts which constitute gross misconduct : - The following

Method and time of payment : - Payment of maternity 
benefit and any other amount due under the Act shall ho 
made by the employer to the woman concerned or the person 
nominated by her in the notice in Form B or her legal repre 
sentative as the case may be . 


( 2 ) Whenever the payment referred to in sub - rule ( 1 ) is 
made , a receipt shall be obtained by the employer in 
Form F from the person to whom the payment is made . 

(3 ) The medical honie shall bon naid along with the second 
instalment of the maternity benefit . 

(4 ) The payment under section 7 shall be made within two 
months of the death of the woman . 


( 5 ) The wages due under section 9 shall be raid immedia 
tely after production of the certificate in Form C or Form 
E as the case may be. 

( 6 ) The wages due under section 10 shall be paid within 
48 hours of the cxpiry of the period of leave referred to in 
that section . 


10 . Appeal under section 12 : - ( 1 ) An appen under clause 
( b ) of sub - section ( 2 ) of section 12 shall be preferred to the 
Compctent Authoritv in Form G and it shall be written in 
. Form G and duly signed by the appellant. 

( 2 ) The appeal may be handed over personally , or sent 
under a registered cover to the Competent Authority . 

( 3 ) When an aprcal is received , the Competent Authority 
shall furnish a copy of the appcal to the employer , call for 
his reply thcreto and also ask him to produce documents con 
nected with the issite of the appcal before fixed! Jate . 
The Competent Authority may ascertain further details if 
ncccssary , from the emplover as well as from the appellant. 
On considering the facts presented to it and ascertained by it 
the Competent Authority shall give its decision . In case the 
employer fails to submit his rcply or produce the required 
documents within the specified period the Competent Autho 
rity may give its decision exporte. 

11. Complaint under section 17 - - ( 1 ) A complaint under 
sub - section ( 1 ) of section 17 shall be made in writing in 
form H or l as the case may be . 

( 2 ) When a coninlaint referred to in section 17 is received 
bv an Inspector. he shall examine the relevant records main 
tained by the emplover in this behalf, examinc any person 
emploved in that establishment and take down nccessary state 
ment for the purpose of thc enquiry and if he is satisfied that 
the maternity benefit of the amount has been improperly with 
held , he shall direct the emplover to make the payment to 
the woman or to the person claiming the payment under sec 
tion 7 , as the case may be , immediately or within a specified 
period .
